No. 1/1958 — It is notified for general information that in 
pursuance of sub-section (3) of section 35 of the Copyright 
Act, 1957 (14 of 1957), the Copyright Board has with' effect 
frofn the 1st April 1959, made the following alteration in the 
Statement of fees, charges or royalties, published by the 
Performing Right Society Ltd., Calcutta in Part IV of the 
Gazette of India dated the 19th July 1958, namely: — 

In the said Statement, for the item relating to Hotels, 
Restaurants, Cafes etc. the following shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

■ “5 Hotels, Restaurants, Cafes etc. 
for performances promoted by the establishment them- 
selves ; 

I. (A) Annual licences: — 

(1) Musicians — ■ 

(a) For h solo performer, performing for more than 
one hour a day— Re, 1 per day. 

(b) For an orchestra or band of not more than eight 
instrumentalists without cabaret artistes or 
vocalists performing for more than one hour a 
day — Rs. 2 per day. 

(c) For an orchestra or band of not more than eight 
instrumentalists with cabaret artistes or vocalists 
performing for more than one hour a day— Rs. 3 
per day. 


(d) For an orchestra or band of more than eight 
instrumentalists without vocalists or cabaret 
artistes performing for more than one hour a day 
— Rs, 4 per day. 

(e) For an orchestra or band of more than eight 
instrumentalists with carbaret artistes or vocalists 
performing for more than one hour a day— Rs. 5 
per day. 

Note 1 : The above rates will apply only to establishments 
which have an annual expenditure not exceed- 
ing Rs. 15,000 on orchestra and/ or cabaret artistes 
and/or vocalists, includihg salaries and all other 
emoluments and perquisites or amenities given 
otherwise than in cash. 

Note 2 : Where performances are given for one hour or less 
pay day, half the above rates will be applicable. 

Note 3: In all the above cases the minimum licence fee 
per year shall be Rs. 50. 

(f) In those case where the total annual expenditure 
on the orchestra and/or cabaret artistes and/or 
vocalists including salaries and all other emo- 
luments and perquisites and all amenities re- 
ceived otherwise than in cash exceed Rs. 15,000 
per annum the charges for an annual licence 
shall be at the rate of 2 per cent of such total 
expenditure. 

Note: The expenditure iruall the above cases will be as- 
certained by means of a certificate from a Char- 
tered Accountant as to the actual expenditure in- 
curred during the previous year ending 31st March 
and this figure shall be the basis on which the 
licence fee for the ensuing year is to be calculated. 

(B) Hotels , Restaurants , Cafes etc. 

In respect of musical functions, dances and performances, 
shows, concerts etc., where the hotel public rooms are let, 
loaned or hired to outside parties: 

(i) For any such entertainment the fee shall be calcu- 
lated at the rate of 2 per cent of the total entrance 
charges received, subject to a minimum licence fee 
of Rs. 7 per performance or entertainment irres- 
pective of whether or not hotel management is res- 
ponsible for collecting such entrance charges. 

(ii) for single performance where no annual licence is 
taken out — the fee for each performance shall be 
at 3 per cent of the total entrance charges re- 
ceived subject to a minimum licence fee of 
Rs. 15 irrespective of whether or not the hotel 
management is responsible for collecting such 
entrance charges. 

II. Mechanical music — radios, gramophones, tape 

machines, or other devices for playing recorded music : 

(a> Where performances are given regularly, that is to 
say, for more than one hour per day on four days or more 
per week, and there are no musicians in addition: 

For each 10 (or part of 10) persons seating capacity: 
20 rupees per annum subject to a maximum licence 
fee of Rs, 150 per annum. 

(b) Where performances are given occasionally, that is 
to say. for one hour or less per day and on fewer than four 
days weekly, or where there are also regular performances 
by musicians for which payment is made under part (1) 
of this tariff: 

For each 10 (or part of 10) persons seating capacity: 
10 rupees per annum subject to a maximum licence 
fee of Rs. 100 per annum. 

Note : The minimum fee for an annual licence in both the 
above cases shall be Rs. 20. 

(c) Juke Boxes— coin operated gramophones Rs. 14 0 per 
annum, 

III, Permits and Short Period Licences — 

For these covering odd days or a season of 60 days or less, 
the fees will be assessed as above, with a percentage sur- 
charge added, as follows: — 

53—60 days — Tariff Fee plus 10 per cent. 

46 — 52 days — Tariff Fee plus 20 per cent. 

39 — 45 days — Tariff Fee plus 30 per cent. 

33 — 38 days — Tariff Fee plus 40 per cent. 

27 — 32 days — Tariff Fee plus 50 per cent. 

21 — 26 days — Tariff Fee plus 60 per cent. 

16 — 20 days — Tariff Fee plus 70 per cent. 

11 — 15 days — Tariff Fee plus 80 per cent. 

6 — 10 days— Tariff Fee plus 90 per cent, 

1—5 days — Tariff Fee plus 100 per cent. 
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Provided that in no case shalf the fee be higher than if 
calculated for the lowest number of days in the higher 
group and subject to a minimum fee for a permit of 7 
rupees.” 

It is also notified that the Board' has directed that the 
above tariff shall remain in force for a period of five years 
commencing from the 1st April 1959. 

No. 2/1958 — It is notified for general information that in 
pursuance of sub-section (3) of section 35 of the Gopyright 
Act, 1957 (14 of 1957), the Copyright Board has made the 
following alteration in the Statement of fees, charges or 
royalties, published by the Phonographic Performance 
(Easter) Private Ltd., Calcutta in Part IV of the Gazette 
of India dated the 31st May 1958, namely: — 

In the said Statement, for clause (a) the following shall 
be substituted, namely : — 

“(a) For records played in cinemas before, during or 
after cinema performances the following Tariff 
will apply : — - 

(1) If the total number of shows during a year is 
450 or less, the fee shall be 10 per cent of the 
average collection per show; 

(2) if the total number of shows during a year is more 
than 450, but not more than 900, the fee shall be 
15 per cent of the average collection per show; 

(3) if the total number of shows during a year is 
more than 900, the fee shall be 20 per cent of 
the average collection per show; 

Subject, however, that the minimum fee shall be Rs. 10 
(Rupees ten) and the maximum fee shall be Rs. 165 (Rupees 
one hundred and sixty five). 

Explanation — (1) The average collection per show 
shall be calculated by dividing the total gross 
collection for all the shows minus the entertain- 
ment tax by the number of shows during the 
year. 

(2) The above rate shall apply only to licences issued 
or to be issued on or after the 1st April 1959, 
and shall not effect the licences issued before that 
date. 

(3) Licences for any year may be issued on the basis 
of the average collection per show for the pre- 
vious year and the licence fee for the year shall 
be subject to adjustment at the end of the year 
after the average collection per show for that 
year is ascertained in the manner set out in (1) 
above”. 

It is also notified that the Board has directed that the 
above rates shall remain in force for a period of five years 
commencing from the 1st April 1959. 

No. 2/1959 — It is notified for general information that in 
pursuance of subjection (3) of Section 35 of the Copy- 
right Act, 1957 (14 of 1957), the Copyright Board has made 
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the following alterations in the Statement of fees, charges 
or royalties, published by the Performing Right Society 
Ltd., Calcutta in Part IV of the Gazette of India dated 
the 19th July 1958, namely: — 

In the said statement, for item 2 relating to ‘Cinemas’, 
the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

■‘‘2. Cinemas 

(1) For an annual licence, the fee shall be calculated 
by taking 2 per cent of 52 times the full monetary seating 
capacity of the cinema (less only entertainment tax) and 
subject to a minimum fee of Rs. 40 per annum. 

(2) Where a cinema shows Indian films in which no 
music controlled by the Society is incorporated, the fee 
shall be calculated pro rata on the number of days non- 
Indian films are exhibited plus the following additions and 
subject to a minimum fee of Rs. 40.
